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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital: 

I  have  to  report  that  the  fifty-fourth  year  of  the 
Hospital  ends  with  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Insti- 
tution in  a  satisfactory  condition  as  is  evidenced  by 
the  auditor's  report  which  shows  a  large  increase  in 
assets.  Ten  thousand  dollars  were  added  to  the  En- 
dowment Fund  by  Messrs.  Solomon  Albert  Smith, 
Walter  Byron  Smith,  Harold  Cornelius  Smith,  Bruce 
Donald  Smith,  in  memory  of  the  late  Byron  Lanin 
Smith.  The  bequest  of  Thomas  Kirkwood  has  also 
been  received.  This  legacy  is  mainly  in  securities,  and 
until  they  are  sold  an  accurate  estimate  of  the  amount 
of  the  bequest  is  not  possible. 

All  that  has  been  said  and  written  relative  to  the 
condition  of  the  old  buildings  applies  with  even  greater 
force  than  ever  before.  Never  before  in  the  history 
of  the  Hospital  have  the  demands  for  space  in  the 
wards  and  low  priced  private  rooms  been  so  great. 

The  receipt  of  the  Thomas  Kirkwood  bequest  has 
made  possible  the  erection  of  the  Kirkwood  Building. 
The  construction  of  this  building  is  now  well  under 
way  and  it  will  be  completed  in  January.  This  build- 
ing is  of  the  best  type  of  fire-proof  construction.  The 
cubic  contents  are  272,718  feet,  and  the  cost  exclusive 
of  equipment  and  furnishings  will  approximate  seven- 
teen and  one  half  cents  per  foot.  This  designed  to  ac- 
commodate about  eighty  patients  and  will  serve  to 
maintain  a  continuity  of  service  and  hold  together  our 
organization  during  the  period  intervening  between 
the  destruction  of  the  old  buildings  and  the  completion 
of  new.  The  arrangement  is  such  that  the  upper 
floors  may  be  converted  into  dormitories  for  female  em- 
ployes at  a  minimum  expense.  The  basement,  which 
is  well  lighted  and  ventilated  will  afford  ample  space 
for  a  laundry  of  sufficient  capacity  to  serve  the  Insti- 
tution for  many  years.     It  is  proposed  to  devote  the 
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first  floor,  which  will  have  a  capacity  of  forty  beds 
to  women.  The  second  floor  is  arranged  for  the  care 
of  between  forty  and  fifty  children.  A  passageway 
across  the  alley  connects  the  building  conveniently 
with  the  Smith  Memorial,  while  a  short  covered  pas- 
sageway connects  it  with  the  West  Wing  of  the  old 
buildings  affording  convenient  communication  with  the 
kitchen  and  other  working  departments. 

It  is  proposed  to  make  some  changes,  which  we  trust 
will  be  more  or  less  temporary  in  character,  in  the 
old  buildings.  It  is  intended  to  convert  the  space 
which  will  be  vacated  when  the  laundry  is  moved,  into 
a  dining  room  and  dormitories  for  employes.  The 
Internes  and  Officers  have  been  over-crowded  and  we 
have  been  obliged  to  rent  rooms  for  some  of  them.  It 
is  proposed  to  utilize  Ward  5K  as  an  addition  to  the 
Internes'  quarters  while  the  present  occupants  of  5K 
will  be  removed  to  a  part  of  the  space  now  occupied 
by  children.  Ward  4K  will  be  fitted  up  for  the  use 
of  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat  patients  and  we  hope  to 
improve  the  service  in  these  departments.  These 
changes  will  also  admit  of  some  extension  of  the  work 
in  the  Solomon  A.  Smith  Ward. 

The  expense  of  operating  the  Kirkwood  Building 
will  be  relatively  small  and  while  a  very  large  propor- 
tion of  the  occupants  of  this  building  will  in  the 
usual  order  be  free,  I  do  not  expect  any  trouble  in  fi- 
nancing the  operation  of  this  addition. 

The  work  in  the  George  Smith  Memorial  has  grown 
away  beyond  the  supposed  possible  maximum  of  a 
few  years  ago  and  the  rooms  are  fully  occupied  nearly 
all  of  the  time.  Any  considerable  increase  in  the  work 
in  this  department  is  now  altogether  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. 

It  is  my  duty  again  to  speak  of  the  efficient  work  of 
the  Woman's  Board  and  its  Committees,  and  to  ex- 
press our  appreciation  of  their  efforts. 
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I  desire  to  give  expression  to  my  keen  appreciation 
of  the  interest  shown  by  all  connected  with  the  Hos- 
pital, and  especially  for  the  efficient  services  rendered 
by  our  Superintendent  and  by  the  Officers,  and  all  per- 
sons employed  under  their  direction. 

Eeference  is  made  to  the  various  Eeports  which  fol- 
low as  to  details  of  the  work  of  the  Hospital.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital: 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  September  30th,  1915  which  will.  I  trust, 
be  satisfactory  especially  as  the  business  conditions 
of  the  early  portion  of  that  period  were  not  at  all 
favorable,  and  as  war  conditions  produced  a  great 
scarcity,  coupled  with  excessive  prices  for  many  things 
absolutely  necessary  in  the  operation  of  hospitals. 

The  returns  from  real  estate  have  improved,  but  it 
has  been  necessary  to  use  two  more  apartments  in  the 
Saranac  as  dormitories  for  nurses  and  officers. 

The  exhibit  of  statistics  relating  to  the  work  of  the 
Institution  show  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
persons  treated;  the  gross  number  having  reached 
8604.  As  we  do  not  conduct  a  dispensary  there  are,  of 
course,  no  dispensary  patients  included.  A  small  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  patient  days  is  also  shown,  but 
as  we  have  for  a  number  of  years  worked  up  very  close 
to  the  practical  maximum  in  capacity,  no  great  exten- 
sion was  possible.  The  increase  number  of  persons 
treated  is  possible  only  by  a  reduction  in  the  average 
stay  per  individual  in  the  wards  which  in  turn  means 
greater  efficiency. 

Our  mortality  is  practically  the  same  as  last  year 
2%  per  cent,  but  so  long  as  we  continue  to  admit  from 
police  ambulances  all  seriously  injured  and  moribund 
cases  we  will  be  confronted  with  a  relatively  high  mor- 
tality. 

The  demands  on  us  for  room  for  all  classes  continues 
to  exceed  our  capacity  during  the  greater  portion  of 
the  year.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  accommoda- 
tions for  low  pay  or  free  patients.  The  new  building 
which  is  in  the  course  of  erection  on  the  Indiana  ave- 
nue property  will  afford  some  relief  for  the  last  named 
class  when  it  is  completed  in  January.     It  will  add 
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beds  for  about  seventy  patients,  but  it  will  also  add  to 
our  perplexities  in  the  matter  of  providing  for  the 
nurses  who  will  be  necessary  to  care  for  these  patients. 

This  new  building  will  furnish  space  in  the  basement 
for  a  laundry  which  will  meet  the  necessities  for  a 
long  time  to  come.  The  space  vacated  in  the  old  build- 
ing will  be  utilized  for  the  accommodations  of  some  of 
the  employes.  During  the  past  seventeen  years  the 
Hospital  has  made  no  substantial  additions  to  the  ac- 
commodations for  nurses,  internes,  officers  or  employes 
while  the  work  of  the  institution  has  nearly  trebled. 

The  actual  pressing  and  almost  imperative  needs  of 
the  Hospital  are  so  many  and  so  comprehensive  that 
the  time  when  small  additions  will  afford  anything 
more  than  the  most  transient  relief  is  long  past,  and  we 
are  confronted  with  the  alternative  of  a  new  main 
building  of  a  size  commensurate  with  the  activities 
of  the  Institution  or  a  cessation  of  all  progress.

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Free  and  Part  Pay  Patients 

The  Hospital  cares  for  an  average  of  about  one  hundred  and 
twenty  wholly  free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds 
in  the  open  wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for 
any  sum  which  they  may  be  able  to  pay,  and  those  without  means 
as  free  patients,  provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  gov- 
erning the  admission  of  patients. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients,  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of 
admission  are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to 
admissibility,  on  their  arrival  at  the  Hospital. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information. on  the  following  points: 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the 
hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be 
received  at  any  hour. 

EXTRACT  FROM  THE  RULES. 

"The  Hospital  is  for  the  treatment  of  acute,  curable,  non-con- 
tagious diseases  and  injuries.  The  following  are  inadmissible:  Suf- 
ferers from  contagious,  dangerously  infectious,  or  incurable  diseases, 
cancers  of  an  incurable  and  offensive  nature,  drug  habits,  delirium 
tremens,  insanity,  venereal  diseases,  phthisis  and  persons  whose 
presence  in  the  wards  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the 
other  pateints." 

"Patients  who  refuse  to  accept  the  treatment  prescribed  by  the 
Medical  Staff,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the  reasonable  instructions 
of  the  physicans  or  nurses,  or  who  wilfully  violate  the  rules  of  the 
Hospital  will  be  discharged." 


REPORT  OF  CHAPLAIN. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Chi- 
cago : 

Gentlemen  : — Early  in  1864  Doctor  Locke  preached 
a  sermon  to  Ms  congregation  in  Grace  Church  making 
a  plea  for  a  "Free  Christian  Place"  where  the  sick 
poor  of  the  city  might  be  properly  cared  for. 

As  a  result  of  that  plea  today  we  have  a  splendid 
material  fabric  in  which  annually  nearly  three  thou- 
sand worthy  poor  receive  skillful  medical  and  surgical 
treatment,  loving,  sympathetic  Christian  care.  Nearly 
twice  the  number  receive  such  care  as  pay  patients. 

To  all  these  it  is  the  privilege  of  the  Chaplain  to 
minister.    He  is  at  their  service  day  and  night. 

The  realization  of  present  plans  for  new  buildings 
will  about  triple  the  present  capacity  of  the  Hospital. 

Although  the  idea  of  an  entirely  free  hospital  has 
been  abandoned  of  necessity,  the  writer  is  inclined  to 
believe  that  even  a  more  splendid  ideal  is  being  worked 
out. 

Those  who  are  able  to  pay  need  the  superior  skill 
and  sympathetic  Christian  care  quite  as  much  as  their 
less  fortunate  brethren.  They  are  brought  into  a  rela- 
tionship here  which  is  often  quite  a  revelation  to  them, 
resulting  in  a  greatly  enlarged  vision  of  life  and  a 
marked  enhancement  of  their  usefulness  to  their  fel- 
lowmen. 

A  daily  Chapel  service  is  maintained  primarily  for 
the  members  of  the  Training  School.  Our  ideal  is 
the  realization  of  Vocation,  a  consecrated  service;  our 
purpose  a  quite,  wholesome  Christian  influence  in  con- 
nection with  the  performance  of  professional  duties. 

Ward  services  for  the  immediate  benefit  of  the  pa- 


tients  are  held  as  opportunity  offers.  Much  of  my 
time  is  spent  visiting  patients  in  all  parts  of  the  Hos- 
pital. I  do  considerable  "follow-up"  work  by  corre- 
spondence. 

Thus  is  the  dream  of  the  founder  of  the  Hospital 
being  realized.  As  a  means  for  the  spiritual  uplift  of 
those  who  enter  its  doors  I  regard  the  Hospital  an  in- 
valuable auxiliary  to  the  Church. 

A  new  edifice,  comporting  in  dignity  and  architec- 
tural beauty  with  the  Smith  Memorial  and  other  pro- 
jected buildings,  for  a  Chapel,  Library,  Beading  Boom, 
Chaplain's  Quarters  and,  if  possible,  a  large  Assembly 
Boom  for  receptions,  entertainments,  gymnasium,  etc., 
would  be  an  inestimable  boon  to  members  of  the  Hos- 
pital family.  This  would  make  a  most  fitting  me- 
morial. 

During  the  year  I  have  baptized  one  adult  and  nine 
infants,  presented  one  member  of  the  Training  School 
for  Confirmation  and  officiated  at  nine  marriages  and 
fifteen  burials.  I  have  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion in  private  forty-nine  times. 

Personally  and  on  behalf  of  those  to  whom  I  minis- 
ter I  wish  to  acknowledge  great  obligation  to  the  Doc- 
tors and  Nurses  for  cordial  co-operation  in  my  work 
and  to  numerous  friends  of  the  Hospital  for  generous 
donations  of  flowers,  periodicals  and  books.
